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TO STATE EXTENSION DIRECTORS, COUNTY PRODUCTION CONTROL ASSOCIATIONS, 
AND COUNTY AGRICULTURAL AGEUTS: 


Rental or benefit payments may be made pursuant to the provisions 
of the Supplemental Appropriation Act, fiscal year 1936, approved Febdru- 
ary 11, 1936 (Public No. 440, 74th Congress), only where there has been 
substantial compliance "with the requirements of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in connection with a crop program", or such partial performance 
as is commensurable in money, For this reason certain advance payments 
which, under the provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, were 
approved before proof of compliance was submitted but for which checks 
were not mailed prior to January 7, 1936, will be held pending receipt 
of acceptable proof of partial or substantial compliance by the farmer. 
The following payments are of this type:

Lot Numbers as the original payment schedules will be mailed to you. 
These supplemental payment schedules may or may not list ell, or) thetpay—- 
ments listed on the original payment schedules.
